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NEW BUILDING. 
T the September meeting of the 
Supervising Committee of the 
chool it was voted to recommend to 
r. Rindge that an addition to the 
chool, either by enlargement of the 
oresent building, or the erection of a 
econd building, would greatly benefit 
| his growing institution. After a brief 
pace of time it was decided to con- 
truct a second building, the plans of 
hich are already drawn up, and work 
will begin at once. 
_ The building is to be of brick with 
3andstone trimmings. It is to be two 
stories high and L-shaped. Above 
che main entrance, which is to be on 
Felton street, will be an approp iate 
notto. The first story is reached by 
1 short flight of stone steps, which 
ead into a vestibule. On this floor 
ire to be three rooms for class pur- 
doses, and also a principal’s room. 
Jne of the rooms is to be used as 
1 physical lecture-room, one side of 
which will be fitted as a laboratory, with 
ul modern apparatus and improve- 
nents. The other two rooms are to 
ye used for recitation-rooms, each to 
iave a raised platform for the teacher’s 
lesk and a large closet for class pur- 
»oses, and on the walls there will be 
‘late blackboards. 
_ The principal’s room will have three 
Hloors, one leading into each of the 
‘lass-rooms, and the third into the 
vall. The hall will run the entire 
length of the building, with doors en- 
jering the various rooms. 
| The second story is reached by a 
Well-arranged flight of stairs which 
ead into a small corridor. 
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floor is only one class-room, and the 
rest of the floor surface is given up to 
a large assembly hall, where the vari- 
ous classes can assemble for talks and 
lectures. 

In the basement below the ell will 
be two rooms fitted with shower-baths 
and lockers for athletic clubs. 

Below the main part of the building 
is to be a room utilized for fire-drill 
purposes, so arranged that hose and 
ladder carriages can be accommodated. 
The drill will be much improved and 
the number of members probably en- 
larged. 

All this enlargement will enable a 
larger number of pupils to enjoy the 
privileges of manual training. No 
classes will have to go to the High 
School building for recitations, as we 


will have plenty of room in the new 


building. 

The old building will continue to be 
used for the same purposes as before, 
with the exception of the two recita- 
tioh-rooms on the second floor. It is 
not yet decided to what uses these will 
be put. 

Beginning next September a new 
course of study will be adopted which 
it is believed will greatly help manual 
training. This course will probably 
cover four years, the first two being 
the same as now, and the last two con- 
sisting of four hours of high-school 
work and the remaining time for shop- 
work and drawing on alternate days. 

By all these improvements the 
course of study in our school will be 
greatly benefited and the scholars of 
our institution will be at all times in

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A CURIOUS ACCIDENT. 


ia the city of C yan) one eof the 
: neighboring states, where I spent 
ithe first thirteen years of my life, is a 
long, narrow and steep lane which ex- 
\jtends from Main street down a long 
ill, crosses the railroad tracks and 
continues to London, an adjoining 
town. In winter this hill is often 
overed with ice, making splendid 
coasting, and is always crowded with 
sleds, boys and girls. It is quite a 
dangerous pastime, however, as over 
the tracks, at the foot of the hill, trains 
pass very frequently, and as many of 





the boys, not wishing to spoil a good 
slide by turning aside into a snow- 
drift, will go swiftly across the tracks 
and out on the road beyond, it is a 
wonder that more accidents have not 
happened. pone time of \my 
story, however, nobody had been in- 
jured, and we all used to cross the 


tracks, in spite of the warning and 
commands of our parents. We used 
to start at the top, give a good, strong 
}push and jump on, our sleds gradually 





‘gaining speed, until, when within 
about a hundred yards of the railroad 
|crossing, we flew out on a stretch of 
level road, and often, if the coasting 
jwas good, we would go rattiing across 
the three or four tracks, off on the 
toad, and part way up a little hill 
which began close to the other side of 
the crossing. | 
On the particular winter when this 
accident about which I am going to 
tell, happened, the coasting had been 
perfect for a long time, and every sled 
could easily cross the tracks. But 











narrow escapes were frequent, and the 
railway officials at last woke up to the 
fact that accidents, and serious ones, 
too, must happen, if this was allowed 
to go on unrestricted. 

So, one morning, upon arriving with 
our sleds to improve the few moments 
before school began, we found a large 
sign stuck up in the snow, reading, 
“Coasting across the tracks is posi- 
tively forbidden!” and worse than this, 
a man at the crossing to enforce this 
new regulation, 

After this, coasting was suspended 
for some time; but the boys were not 
long in solving the problem of a good 
slide without crossing the tracks, and 
this is the way we did it. 

Beside the track on the side toward 
the hill was a high fence, and about 
twenty feet from the road, continuing 
from the fence, was a long building 
with a low, sloping roof which ran up 
on a slow slant for the entire length of 
the building, and which would have 
made a capital toboggan slide. The 


structure had been a factory, but was 


now unused, except for storage pur- 
poses. In the angle formed by the 
fence and the building was an im- 
mense snowdrift extending fully up to 
the eaves. We built this up with 
fresh snow until it was on a level with 
the roof, and, packing it down hard, 
both on the roof and the snowdrift, we 
graded it off on a regular sloping 
curve to meet the road, and, when we 
had finished, poured water on it, mak- 
ing it smooth and icy. Now, when we 
reached the foot of the hill, we would
